No. 56 -ITC(PN) /61 .—Attention of the importers is Invited to Remark (9) 
against S. No. 44|V in Section II of the Red Book for April—September, 1961, 
according to which Small Newspapers whose entitlement for Newsprint is less 
than 40 tons per annum will be exempted from payment of licence fee. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided that Small Newspapers 
whose entitlement for Newsprint is less than 40 tons per annum should also 
be exempted from production of I.V.C, Number, Remark (9) against S. No. 44JV 
in Section II of the Red Book for April—September, 1961, may, therefore, be 
deemed to have been amended as under:— 

“(9) Small Newspapers whose entitlement for Newsprint is less than 40 
tons per annum will be exempted from payment of licence fee and 
I.V.C. Number”.
